A record number of tornadoes dipped 
to earth from storm system s across the 
Midwest and South over the Memorial 
Day weekend, claiming at least 48 lives 
in 
m ulti-m illion 
d ollar

Several small towns were all but 
obliterated as about

tornadoes 
turned the long weekend into a holiday 
of horror for thousands. 
Deaths were reported in ll states 
from Oklahoma to Florida, and at least 
six other states reeled under heavy 
rains, high winds and flash floods 
The National W eather Service said 
the

S a tu rd a y 
and 
M onday 
eclipsed any previous 72-hour period on 
record. 
Among the victims of the weekend 
weather were farm ers in the lower 
Mississippi Valley whose crops had 
teen delayed for weeks by

region prepared to ask for the second 
time this year that they be declared a 
federal disaster area.

Some POWs face 
charges by leader 


WASHINGTON (A P) 
Pentagon 
officials expect a former U.S. PDW 
leader to file aiding the-enemy charges 
soon, perhaps today, against a small 
group of solders and 
Marines he 
commanded in a North Vietnamese 
prison. 
Unless he changes his mind, Air 
Force Col. Theodore W. Guy’s filing of 
formal charges against seven to IO 
Army men and Marines would be the 
first such action against any of the 566 
returned military POWS. 
Besides aiding-the-enemy charges, 
military sources said Guy would ac­ 
cuse the soldiers and 
Marines of 
disobedience of orders and disrespect 
to superior officers. 
More than a month ago, the 44-year- 
old Guy denounced some POWs as 
Cowards 
“ who openly 
collaborated 
with the enemy’’ and caused physical 
harm to some of their comrades. He 
declined to name them, saying at the 
time, “ Those who did collaborate with 
the enemy or went against the Code of 
Conduct will be identified by me and, 
after all the evidence is in, I will decide 
whether charges will be placed.’’ 
On Guy’s insistence, an informal 
investigation was started. 
Pentagon officials had tried to 
promote a forgive and forget attitude 
among the POWs, but there is no way 
under the Code of Military Justice that 
they could prevent an officer or en­ 
listed man from pressing charges. 
The filing 
of charges does 
not 
necessarily mean that the accused will 
stand trial before courts-martial. That 
is determined by military officials on 
the basis of a formal investigation, 
after which they could elect to drop the 
charges. 
Guy, who spent five years as a 
prisoner of the North Vietnamese, was 
senior ranking officer at a Hanoi prison 
compound called “ The Plantation.’’ 
He was senior officer over 108 men, 
ranging in rank from private to colonel, 
who had been captured in South Viet­ 
nam and Laos. 
Guy has claimed he was turned in by 
other American prisoners and beaten 
and tortured because of his efforts to 
set up communications among the 
POWs and to organize camp life and 
discipline.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate 
Agriculture Committee says farm ers 
have been abused and ill-paid despite 
their “ magnificent contribution” in 
providing America with an abundance 
of food and fiber. 
The committee, in a newly published 
report on its farm bill, says farm ers 
represent the largest U.S. industry and 
have assets of $339 billion, equal to 
three-fifths of the value of capital 
assets of all U.S. corporations. 
“Estim ates show that about one out 
of every live jobs in private em ­ 
ployment is related to agriculture,” the 
report said. “ About two million people 
have jobs providing the supplies far­ 
mers use for production; 8-to-10 million 
people have jobs storing, transporting, 
processing and merchandising prod­ 
ucts of agriculture.” 
Further, the report said, farm ex­ 
ports are helping offset deficits in U.S. 
trad e . 
F a r m 
spending 
for 
new 
machinery and other production ex­ 
pense is pumping huge resources into 
the national economy. 
The report 
asked 
what 
farm ers 
receive for their contributions. 
—“ F irst, 
they 
have 
receiv ed 
criticism inspite of the m iracle which 
they have performed in providing our 
nation and others with an abundance of 
food and fiber at fair and reasonable 
costs,” the report said. 
—“Second, they have received a 
record-high income of $19.2 billion in 
1972. But this is only 12 per cent above 
the income received 25 years ago. In 
those intervening years net income 


declined to a low of $10.7 billion, and in 
every one of those 24 intervening years 
realized net income was less than it 
was in 1947. 
—“Third, during the sam e period 
production expenses increased by 178 
per cent and in 1972 amounted to $47.2 
billion. 
—“Fourth, they have been forced to 
go further and further into debt. In 1947 
farm ers owed $8.4 billion. Today farm 
debt is over $70 billion, an increase of 
over 733 per cent.” the report said.

For the man who bears such a heavy 
responsibility for the management of 
both foreign and domestic policy in the 
People’s Republic this was one more 
proof of what he has long believed. 
Premier Chou En-lai, in a discussion 
with this reporter lasting more than

J, been transferred from the Middle East 
* to South Asia.

His conviction is grounded in an 
^unshakable distrust of Soviet motives. 
* Chou believes that the intent of the 
I Kremlin hierarchy, led by Leonid 
* Brezhnev, is to lull the West into a false 
^security while the Soviets pursue their 
* goal of hegemony everywhere.

How, he asks, can there be any 
assurance that if Western troops are 
pulled back, the large Soviet con­ 
centrations in the five satellite* powers 
will be reduced? 
Chou is profoundly skeptical of the 
agreements signed in Moscow by Nixon 


and Brezhnev a year ago Despite those 
agreements, he says, gesturing with 
his expressive hands, the nuclear arms 
race goes on up and up at a terrible 
cost. And there can be no reason to 
believe that it will not end in a nuclear 
war. 
As for China's policy, the premier is 
confident that a Soviet strike across the* 
northern border, so long a major 
threat, 
has 
been deterred. 
The 
deterra nee has been achieved 
by 
successful diplomacy on the one hand 
and 
by 
extensive 
and 
costly 
measurements of preparedness 
a 
strong army, rapid nuclear missile 
development, tunnel digging 
on the 
other hand 
The agreements signed with the 
United Slates and Japan, underwritten 
by the personal missions to Peking of 
President Nixon and Japan’s Prime 
Minister 
Kakuei 
Tanaka, 
have 
removed the threat of a two-or even a 
three-front war. 


I H E NIGHTMARE of such a war, 
however fantastic and improbable it 
may seem to the outsider, is what Chou 
and others at the top of the New China 
have lived with 
for many years. 
Through the ‘30s and into the ‘40s Japan 
waged a savage war of conquest. 
Chiang Kai-shek conserved his forces 
for the civil war that followed. 
Then in the ‘50s, after the Chinese 
had successfully repulsed American 
troops in Korea at the Yalu River, 
came the Pull<*s policy of trying to 
bring China down by isolating her and 
cutting off any exchange with tile 
outside world. No wonder, then, that 
Chou and his colleagues have lived so 
long with the nightmare of fear. 
On the diplomatic level India has 
several times approached Peking with 


a desire to talk But Chou says that 
negotiation will not be possible until 
‘to,(KH) Pakistan prisoners still held by 
India out of the war of late 1971 are 
repatriated. 
A border issue must be settled, with 
India holding a large chunk of Chinese 
territory south of the McMahon Line. 
The key to peace, however, is In­ 
dochina and the premier confesses he 
is baffled by American policy in 
Cambodia. The American bombing he 
sees as a futile attempt to hold a small 
place that was once a green oasis. 


W H Y , HE ASKS, should the United 
States support Lon No! in Phnom Penh 
who is no old friend of the United 
States? If Prince Sihanouk, who has the 
complete backing of 
the 
People’s 
Republic, could be returned, he 
maintains, Cambodia would be an 
independent and neutral state. 
In this way the peace settlement in 
Indochina, which Chou sees as a 
gratifying developm ent, could be 
further implemented. 
As the premier looks at American 
fK»licy in Asia, the error as been in 
trying to hold small places and thereby 
sacrificing the large. The American 
involvement in Cambodia is, after all, 
only three years old, dating from the 
Nixon incursion. Why should the 
conflict there not be settled peacefully? 
An earthy peasant figure of speech 
says a lot about the American error: 
Do not sacrifice the melon for the 
sesame seed. 
Since the Nixon mission the premier 
understands the United States, and in 
his relationship with Henry Kissinger 
there is friendship. Yet, the tragedy of 
Cambodia and the threat to peace of

A state governor, Meldrim Thomson 
of New Hampshire, has taken the bit 
between his teeth in an attempt to solve 
the energy crisis. 
Angered by the delays caused by the 
environmentalists in hearings on a 
proposed nuclear power plant before a 
Site 
Evaluation 
Com m ittee, 
the 
governor 
(I) 
said 
he 
would 
do 
everything he can to help atomic power 
plants get into action both in his own 
state and in neighboring Maine and 
Vermont and (2) he has re-emphasized 
a pledge to bring an oil refinery into 
New Hampshire with connecting deep 
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water offshore facilities to import bulk 
fuel from the Middle East. 
'Hie Thomson attitude is in marked 
contrast to that of other politicians, 
who have yet to comprehend the 
revulsion that is bound to ripple 
through a fuel-dependent nation when 
its homes go unheated for a winter and 
when the price of gasoline has jumped 
to 60 or 70 cents a gallon. 
Thomson may not have heard about 
the anti ecologist bumper sticker that 
is blossoming in Some places: “Let the 
bastards freeze in the dark.’’ But when 
it crops in New Hampshire he will not 
be surprised. 


T R E NATION as a whole needs a few 
more foresighted Meldrim Thomsons if 
it is to get through the next decade. The 
attempt to accommodate our needs for 
ecological purity to our urgent

for 
heat,

sportation and industrial power is up 
against a series of time binds that will 
have everybody hopping long before 
the decade of the Seventies is out 
Bind Number Oner the socalled 
Muskie amendments the the Clean Air 
Act cannot possibly In* met by 1975-76, 
which was the original deadline set for 
getting 97 per cent of the hydrocarbons, 
96 per cent of carbon monoxide, and 93 
|K*r cent of oxides of nitrogen out of all 
our car motors. The Japanese can 
meet such standards in the 8 per cent of 
their Mazda car production runs that 
are exported to the U.S., but they can’t 
do it for the 92 per cent of tin* autos 
intended for home usage. 
The Ford Motor Co., putting the 
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pressure on, might meet the Muskie 
purity standards for 8 per cent of its 
own runs, but it would take the U.S. 
achine tool industry 12 years to create 
the capital goods needed to produce 
relatively clean Wankel engines for the 
totlality of Detroit’s production. 
Bind Number Two: With the ex­ 
ception of Gov. Thom son’s New 
Hampshire, our Northeastern states 
(or their political representatives, at 
any rate) can’t summon the will to 
break the deadlock between the 
ecologists and the oil importers. It now 
takes 16 small tankers to bring the 
amount of oil into the Linden, N.J., 
area that might be transported by one 
jumbo tanker if there were only a deep 
water oil transfer spigot 16 miles out ot 
sea 
The 16 small tankers, maneuvering 
close to shore, are all potential collision 
hazards. A jumbo tanker, discharging 
its cargo well out to sea, is a collision 
hazard, too. But oil spilled 16 miles 
from the coat is less of a menace than 
oil spilled in close proximity to New 
York and Newark bays. 
The use of jumbo tankers and deep- 
water unloading would also save us a 
lot of dollar exchange now going for 
expensive transport. 


B IN I) NUMBER T H R E E : We have 
talked so long about the oil pipeline in 
Alaska and the possibility of drilling 
productive wells on the continental 
shelf off New England, not to mention 
new refineries on the East Coast, that 
tin* Arabs now have a IO year period in 
which they can either hold us up for 
unconscionable crude oil prices or 
blackmail us out of our efforts to solve 
the mid East crisis without letting 
Israel down. 
Meanwhile, other nations have no 
compunctions about 
building 
deep 
water oil ports or offshore transfer 
spigot stations; and tin* British, the 
Norwegians and the* Dutch hardly 
waited a single* minute before drilling 
for oil and gas in the Nea th Sea. If there 
are spills in the tempestuous outer 
North Se*a, the British and the Nor- 
wegians will learn how to cope with 
them as they go along. Meanwhile, 
they won’t In* freezing in the dark in 
Aberdeen, Scotland, or in Norway’s 
Oslo. 


T h e gas stations in Ne*w England are 
already limiting new customers to to 
gallons at the pump It if's this way in 
May, what will it be iii August, when 
people are really trying to get out of 
the city for a breath of air or a look at 
tin* mountains? 
Gov. Thomson of New Hampshire is 
tin* first prophetic voice in a high ad­ 
ministrative place, and the country 
will be hearing more of him as the 
energy crisis grows worse.

C O L U M B U S , Ohio (A P ) — Help for 
the m entally disturbed crim in al of­ 
fender is the goal of a new ly created 
system of clinics the state has set up 
with federal assistance. 
The newest of five clin ics opens in 
Cincinnati this month. 
The Ham ilton County M ental Health 
and Mental Retardation Board w ill 
operate it. 
The state provided about $33,000 for 
the forensic psychiatric facility to go 
with a grant of $46,000 from the federal 
government under the Safe Streets Act 
of 1968. 
Sim ilar earlier grants m ade possible 
the establishment of clinics in Dayton, 
Springfield. Columbus, and Toledo. No 
more are planned in the im m ediate 
future officials said, because the latest 
grant is the final one availab le under 
the act. 
Dr. Kenneth G aver, director of the 
Ohio Departm ent of M ental Health and 
Mental Retardation, 
said 
the com ­ 
munity-based facilities are “ part of the 
departm ent’s overall effort to treat the 
offender on the local level rather than 
in large state institutions.” He called it 


the sam e approach that is being taken 
in other mental health and retardation 
programs. 
G aver said the centers w ill provide 
out-patient 
treatment 
and 
w ill 
not 
involve 
any 
type 
of 
confinement, 
although 
the 
Cincinnati 
clinic 
will 
provide em ergency psychiatric ser­ 
vices for the Hamilton County jail. 


D r. 
L o w e ll 
C u n n in g h am , 
co m ­ 
missioner of the Division of Forensic 
Psychiatric, said, “ W e w ill have the 
opportunity to see the patient when he 
first enters our system. 


"T h is gives us a chance to observe 
him before he appears in the courts for 
decisions on what should be done. It 
provides the courts with evaluation 
reports on the patient.’’ 


Cunningham said the clinics will 
p ro vid e “ co n tin u ity of c a r e ” for 
patients

finement and added. “ W e will be able 
to treat the offender after he is paroled 
and returned to the com m unity.

The NRC 
Television network, which gave us the 
“Today” show in 1952 and “ Tonight” in 
1954, plans “Tomorrow,” a late-hour 
interview show, starting this fall. 
The host of the one-hour program will 
be Tom Snyder, a Milwaukee, Wis., 
native. He’s been the 6 p.m. news 
anchorman since 1970 at KNBC TV, a 
Los Angeles area station owned by 
NBG. 
“Tomorrow” is aimed at earlier 
risers or night owls, depending on one’s 
point of view. It’ll start at I a rn. 
Tuesday through Friday right after the 
Monday-through Thursday “Tonight” 
shows. 
“Tomorrow” is described by NHC as 
a “sophisticated talk show” that will 
tackle controversial, adult subjects. 
Snyder will discuss these subjects with 
one or more experts and 
various 
personalities. 
Some of the shows will cover the 
lighter side of life, according to NHC, 
which says “Tomorrow” will be taped 
without an audience at the network’s 
studios in Burbank, ( ’alif. 
The idea for the show was developed 
by Mort Werner, NBC’s senior vice 
president for program planning and 
one of the developers of the successful 
“Today” and “ Tonight” shows. 
When the show begins, probably in 
October, it will mark the first time a 
network has regularly scheduled 
broadcasting past I a m. on weekdays, 
although NHC has been starting its 
“ Midnight Special” pop music show at 
I a m. every Saturday since Feb. 3 this 
year. 
“Tomorrow” will end only five hours 
before the “Today” show begins and 
could lead to even more network 
programming in the predawn hours on 
weekdays. 
As Werner put it, "who knows what’s 
going to happen from 2 to 3 a m. if 
we’re successful from I to 2?”

Author likes to read it and tell it as it was

N EW ’ Y O R K (A P ) — Helene Hanff is 
an avid reader and a prolific writer. 
And what she prefers both to read and 
to write is nonfiction. 
“ I find the real world much more 
interesting than 
made 
up things,” 
explains the author of television 
scripts, 
encyclopedia 
articles, 
speeches, magazine articles and books, 
the latest of which is “ The Duchess of 
Bloomsbury Street.” “ I never can get 
interested in things that didn’t happen 
to people who didn't live. 
“ I like books in the first person by 
someone who lived somewhere at some 
time, a place and time that I will never 
see,” she continues. “ I don’t care if it’s 
Sam Pepys in 1600 or someone today. I 
like people to tell me in a book what it’s 
like to tx* someone else.” 
And in fair exchange she has told lu r 
readers what it’s like to be Helene 
Hanff, a woman who so enjoys rare and 
old books that she once gave up the 
purchase of a much-needed winter coat 
to acquire a 14-volume edition of tin' 
Bible. 
“ They had beautiful heavy paper and 
were found in pigskin. I only had $6 left 
in the bank after I paid for them, but I 
craved those books,” she recalls. 


THAT SET and some 400 other books 
that she craved during the next 20 
years she ordered from a small London 
bookshop, thus establishing a lively 
transatlantic correspondence. A few 
years ago she published “ 84, ( ’haring 
Cross Road,” a collection of the letters 
exchanged between her and th** stall of 
Marks & Co. at thai address. 
“ All that time I tried to get to London 
to six* the shop and meet the people I 
knew so well through letters," says 
Miss Hanff, who had even sent them gift 
packages of canned meat, dried eggs 
and other items scarce in postwar 
England. “ Rut som ething alw ays 
happened. Once it 
was paying the 
dentist; once it was having to move to a 
new apartm ent; once it was a TV’ show' 
that startled us all by going on all 
summer.” 
But thanks to an advance from the 
publisher of the British edition of “ 84,” 
she has finally made it 
And now, in 
answer to all the fan mail asking if she 
ever got to London she has written the 
new book, “ The Duchess of Bloom 
sbury Street,” about that trip. 


HEADQUARTERED at Bloomsbury 
Street hotel and treated like visiting 
royalty, Miss Hanff at last stood

“ It was frustrating,” she admits

hangup left is the determination of how 
the mass transit proposal shall be 
funded. 
In the House bill, the mass transit 
proposal was to be funded out of the 
general funds; in the Senate bill, the 
mass transit proposal was to be funded 
• out of the highway trust fund. 
Now. the highway trust fund has been 
set aside, and taxes have been charged 
to go into this fund by the highway 
users, so that there would be enough 
money to build and repair highways as 
they were needed. 
There has been the charge that the 
highway trust fund was inaugurated 
and instituted and designed solely for 
the purposes of creating and con­ 
structing the interstate system. This is 
a complete misunderstanding of what 
the federal law provides. 
According to the law, the highway 
trust fund shall be used first for the 
construction of the fedora laid highway 
system, and secondly, if there is money 
available after that, it shall be used to 
construct the interstate system. 
The primary emphasis is on the 
construction of the federa 1-aid system 
which includes the prim ary and 
secondary highways that are in the 
national 
forests and public 
lands. 
Therefore, the idea that the trust fund 
was created solely for the construction 
of the interstate system is indeed a 
misconception. 


O TH ER PRO PO N EN TS of funding 
mass transit out of the trust fund argue 
that there is a large surplus in the trust 
fund and that this should be used to 
finance mass transit. This, again, is a 
fallacy and a result of misinformation. 
There is no surplus in the trust fund. 
There is a balance on a given date 
because 
highway 
contracts 
are 
awarded over a period of time and they 
are paid for as work is completed. So, 
while on a given date there may be a 
balance in the trust fund because 
obligations have 
not become due, 
obligations have been incurred but are 
paid on a monthly, six month or other 
periodic basis. 
As a mater of fact, there are enough 
obligations against this trust fund to 
require the need of one-and-a-half 
times the money that is available in 
the trust fund. In any event, there will 
be less than half the amount necessary 
in the trust fund just to repair our high­ 
ways. So, this misaprehension must be 
straightened out. 
The proponents of mass transit also 
argue that mass transit will go a long 
way towards relieving air pollution and 
highway congestion, making highways 
more amenable to automobile traffic 
and moving traffic faster. 
Yet, the Adm inistration, which 
supports using trust fund monies for 
mass transit, has conducted a very 
exhaustive 
and 
extensive 
tran­ 
sportation 
study 
which 
ultimately 
reached the following conclusion: If 
large sums of money are diverted from 
the highway trust fund to mass transit, 
there will be no appreciable diminution 
of air pollution and there would be a 
considerable increase in highway 
fatalities. 
So, the argument that mass transit 
will alleviate the air pollution problem 
just simply does not hold water when 
you base it upon the facts and upon the 
studies that are made by those who are 
knowledgeable in the field. 


FU R T H ER M O R E, I do not believe 
that anybody would be willing to 
sacrifice the lives of human beings for 
some highway travelers. I do not think 
that is the right priority. 
I think that if there is any additional 
money to be used, it should tx* used first 
for the saving of lives and secondly for 
the convenience of the traveling public. 
One other outstanding feature of this 
whole argument is the fact that mass 
transit 
has been held out 
as the 
panacea of all the ills of highway 
congestion. 
lid me point out, however, that the 
very cities having mass transit 
facilities are the ones suffering the 
greatest highway congestion and the 
greatest air pollution. 
For example, the cities of New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia and Chicago have 
had mass transit systems in operation 
for a number of years Now, if mass 
transit is the panacea of all these

A deep fear of

M A R IJA N E is also the author of

“ I got involved in that because of 
dope addicts in the neighborhood 
I 
felt victimized And a woman close by 
was involved in rehabilitation work, 
although her own daughter had otiosity 
problems and was getting fatter and 
fatter. It was putting out tin* fire in the 
house across the street, symptomatic 
of America," she said 
“ I ’ve always thought as a journalist 
I write about the subleties of money 
and women. I ’ve never written a good 
sex scene. I always steal from other 
writers. Other people are more 
talented in that area." 
Marijane writes four hours a day, in 
the afternoon. 
“ I’ve always been disappointed that 
I couldn't get up i i i the morning but I ’ve 
always been insomniac I listen to all 
night radio and then can’t get up in the 
morning And when I’m not writing, I

cages on these cars. I’ve been fighting 
for them for a long time. The drivers 
are 90 per cent in favor of them. Still 
nothing is done. 
"Look how m any deaths w e’ve had 
from cars that land upside down. I’m 
one of the few guys to walk away from 
such a wreck. But the guys are just too 
proud or som ething to go for the 
cages.” 
The 25-year-old W alther was the 
chief casualty in a nine-car accident 
Monday on the first lap of the rain- 
delayed—and ultim ately postponed - 
Indianapolis 500. 
His car hit the outside wall, severed 
two support poles, flipped over, spun 
and burst 
into flam es before the 
startled eyes of spectators in the main 
grandstand. 
The driver was pulled from the

Hospital. He was reported in stable but 
serious condition from burns on 40 per 
cent of his body and a broken left wrist. 
An hour after the flaming crash, 
after most of the 350,000 spectators had 
begun stream ing out of the m assive 
complex to await Tuesday’s second try 
at the race, W alther’s garage on the 
north end of the alley was as grim as a 
wake. 
Inside, in a funeral atm osphere, a 
concerned Bettenhausen, whose own 
father had crashed and died on the old 
brick and concrete oval, and W alther’s 
chief m echanic, Tom Smith, probed the 
w reckage of "No. 77” w ith the care of a 
surgeon. 
Roll cages—the need for them —were 
an integral part of Bettenhausen’s 
analysis. The Indy type cars have a 
high headrest, which partly protects 
the driver, but not cages, bars built a 
foot or so high around the d riv er’s sea t. 
"They are compulsory now on sprint 
cars and midget cars, every kind of car 
except these,” Bettenhausen said. "I 
rem em ber one year six men were 
killed in sprint races when their cars 
turned over. Since the cages were 
installed, I know of only two.” 
Art Pollard, killed in a practice spin 
prior to this y ea r’s t ime trials, was in a 
sim ilar accident. Bettenhausen had his 
car turn eight flips before landing 
upside down in 1969 at Milwaukee. 
"I was just lucky,” he said. 
“ Later I told one of the drivers that 
we should have protective cages, and 
he just laughed at me. I felt like 
knocking his teeth in.” 


D rivers Mike Hiss and John Martin

Bridge is often a struggle between 
good luck and good play. To win when 
suits break favorably and finesses 
succeed is no great accomplishment, 
but to win when suits break un­ 
favorably — or finesses lose — is 
clearly a mark of good management. 


Consider this deal where South got to 
six hearts with a minimum of for­ 
mality. He reasoned that partner 
having jumped to three hearts — had 


the equivalent of an opening bid in 
support of hearts, and he consequently 
knew that his own 19 high-card points 
would give him a good shot at the slam. 


West led the king of clubs and the 
contract appeared to depend solely on 
finding the missing diamonds divided 
3-2. In that case the only loser would be 
a diamond. 


But after winning the club with the 
ace, drawing two rounds of trumps and 
cashing the A-K of diamonds, declarer 
discovered to his horror that the 
diamonds were divided 4-1 and that he 
would evidently have to lose two 
diamond tricks and go down one. 


But South did not throw in the sponge 
prematurely. He saw that he had a 
perfectly legitimate chance for the 
slam, and he adjusted his play so as to 
overcome the poor diamond division. 


He ruffed a club in dummy, cashed 
the A K of spades*, and ruffed dummy’s 
last spade. He then led the ten of clubs 
and permitted West to win the trick 
with the queen, at the same time 
discarding a diamond from dummy. 


West was now in bad shape. He had 
to return a spade or a club, and, in 
either 
case, 
South 
would 
discard 
dummy’s last diamond as he ruffed the 
return in his hand. As a result, South’s 
only loser proved to be a club — so he 
brought home the slam despite the 
diamond division.

Your mature judgment in seeking 
advice by letter is in conflict, however, 
with the fact that you and your parents 
have taken such a long time to find out 
the cause of your persistent hoar­ 
seness. 
About the age of 13 the voice register 
of boys begins to change, but this 
should not be associated with hoar­ 
seness* 
The larynx, or voice box, contains the 
two vocal cords with which we make 
sounds. These vocal cords come 
together when we speak or sing. They 
separate when we breathe. 
Anything that interferes with the 
vocal cords as they vibrate against 
each other will produce hoarseness. 
An ear, nose and throat specialist is 
particularly equipped to examine the 
vocal cords and quickly determine if 
any problem exists. 
Most general doctors perform this 
examination, but usually choose to 
refer 
their 
patients 
to 
a 
throat 
specialist. 
My own experience in cases such as 
yours is that vocal abuse due to the 
exuberance of youth is the most likely 
reason for continued hoarseness. 
The yelling, the screaming at foot 
ball, basketball and other games are 
responsible 
in 
most 
instances 
for 
swelling of the delicate lining of the 
vocal cords. 
The spr ing and summer months are 
often accompanied by “ Little League 
laryn gitis,’’ 
the 
afterm ath 
of 
overenthusiastic cheering for one’s 
team. 
If no other cause for your hoarseness 
is found, rest your vocal cords as much 
as possible Don’t shout 
One more bit of advice Some people 
falsely believe that whispering during 
periods of hoarseness spares their 
voice 
This is a 
mistake, 
because 
whispering can actually put more 
strain on the vocal cords than well 
modulated, controlled low speech 
While 
we r e 
on

laryngitis, let me tell my adult readers 
th.it there are many other causes 
besides vocal abuse. 
A good rule of safety is that hoar 
seness that persists for more than a few 
weeks should be carefully investigated

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Prosecutors 
eye Nixon

WASHINGTON (AP) — Government 
prosecutors reportedly would like 
President Nixon to testify on how the 
W atergate coverup could have been 
carried out without his knowledge, but 
are said to feel a subpoena would be of 
dubious constitutionality. 
The 
W ashington 
P o st, 
quoting 
Ju stic e D ep artm en t sou rces, said 
today that the President’s role in the 
scandal 
is the only 
key 
question 
remaining to be clarified in the grand 
jury investigation. 
The prosecutors are reported to have 
told their superiors 
that 
evidence 
obtained thus far justifies questioning 
the President about how his closest 
aides could have kept knowledge of a 
coverup from him. 
“The President should be given an 
opportunity to explain himself,” the 
Post quoted a source as saying. 
“The Watergate investigation has 
run smack into the Constitution. We 
now must deal with the question of how 
the President can be investigated 
said a Justice Department source 
quoted in the story. According to the 
account, officials believe the Con­ 
stitution 
prevents subpoenaing 
the 
President. 
Meanwhile, Sen. Howard H. Baker

A record number of tornadoes dipped 
to earth from storm system s across the 
Midwest and South over the Memorial 
Day weekend, claiming at least 48 lives

turned the long weekend into a holiday 
of horror for thousands. 
Deaths were reported in ll states 
from Oklahoma to Florida, and at least 
six other states reeled under heavy 
rains, high winds and flash floods.

The new rains dealt them 
another blow, and some counties in the 
region prepared to ask for the second 
time this year that they be declared a 
federal disaster area. 
The w eekend w e a th e r 
system s 
caused five deaths in Oklahoma, three 
in Kansas, seven in Missouri, three in 
Arkansas, ten in Tennessee, one in Mis­ 
sissippi, seven in Alabama, two in 
Georgia, one in Florida, seven in North 
Carolina and two in Virginia. In ad­ 
dition, six persons in North Carolina 
and one in Virginia were listed as miss­ 
ing and presumed drowned. 
The sto rm s began S a tu rd a y in 
eastern Oklahoma and continued into 
Monday night, 
when a tornado at 
Athens, Ga., took the life of one person 
and left more than 60 injured. 
Reports from local officials indicated 
total losses wouldclimb well above $100 
million.

SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) - The 
North Vietnamese captors of American 
servicemen were adamant: No writing 
on the prison walls. No noise. No dis­ 
courtesy to the guards. 
Regulations issued by the North 
Vietnamese in 1969 promised reward 
for prisoners who 
informed about 
violations and punishment for those 
who tried to oppose the will of their 
captors. 
The regulations, which termed the 
American prisoners criminals, were 
posted in English in February 1969 in 
the “ Hanoi Hilton,” one of the Hanoi 
prisons in which American POWS were 
held. 
The sheet containing the regulations 
was smuggled home by Navy Lt. 
Cmdr. David J. Rollins of Pioche, Nev., 
a prisoner for six years. He turned a 
copy over to reporters today. 
The regulations read, in part: 
“The crim inals 
are 
under 
an 
obligation to give full and clear written 
or oral answers to all questions raised 
by the camp authorities. All attempts 
and tricks intended to evade answering 
further questions and acts directed to 
opposition by refusing to answer any 
questions will be considered mani­ 
festations of obstinacy and antagonism 
which deserves strict punishment.... 
“The criminals must demonstrate a 
cautious and polite attitude to officers 
and guards in the camp.... When the 
Vietnamese officers and guards come 
to the rooms for inspection ... the 
criminals must carefully and neatly 
put on their clothes, stand at attention, 
bow a greeting and await further or­ 
ders. They may sit down only when 
permission is granted. 
“Thecriminal must maintain silence 
in the detention rooms and not make 
any loud noises which can be heard 
outside. All schemes and attempts to 
gain information and achieve com ­ 
munication with the criminals living 
next door by 
intentionally 
talking 


loudly, tapping on walls or by other 
means will be strictly punished.... 
“The criminals must go to bed and 
arise in accordance with the orders 
signaled by the gong. 
“During alerts, the criminals must 
take shelter without delay.

under their beds and lay close to the 
wall.... 


“ Any 
obstinacy or opposition, 
violation of the preceding provisions, 
or any scheme or attempt to get out of 
the detention camp without permission 
are all punishable. On the other hand, 
any criminal who strictly obeys the 
camp regulations and shows his true 
submission and repentance by his 
practical acts will be allowed to enjoy 
the humane treatment he deserves.

“Anyone so imbued with a sense of 
preventing violations and who reveals 
the identity of those who attempt to act 
in violation of the foregoing provisions 
will be properly rewarded. However, if 
any criminal is aware of any violation 
and deliberately tries to cover it up, he 
will be strictly punished when this is 
discovered. 
“In order to assure the proper 
execution of the regulations, all the 
criminals in any detention room must 
be held responsible for any and all 
violations of the regulations committed 
in their room.”

Senators report farmers abused 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate 
Agriculture Committee says farmers 
have been abused and ill-paid despite 
their “ magnificent contribution” in 
providing America with an abundance 
of food and fiber. 
The committee, in a newly published 
report on its farm bill, says farmers 
represent the largest U.S. industry and 
have assets of $339 billion, equal to 
three-fifths of the value of capital 
assets of all U.S. corporations. 
“Estim ates show that about one out 
of every five jobs in private em ­ 
ployment is related to agriculture,” the 
report said. “ About two million people 
have jobs providing the supplies far­ 
mers use for production; 8-to-10 million 
people have jobs storing, transporting, 
processing and merchandising prod­ 
ucts of agriculture.” 
Further, the report said, farm ex­ 
ports are helping offset deficits in U.S. 
trad e. 
F a rm 
spending 
for 
new 
machinery and other production ex­ 
pense is pumping huge resources into 
the national economy. 
The report 
asked what 
farm ers 
receive for their contributions. 
—“ F irst, 
they 
have 
received 
criticism inspite of the m iracle which 
they have performed in providing our 
nation and others with an abundance of 
food and fiber at fair and reasonable 
costs,” the report said. 
—“Second, they have received a 
record-high income of $19.2 billion in 
1972. But this is only 12 per cent above 
the income received 25 years ago. In 
those intervening years net income 


declined to a low of $10.7 billion, and in 
every one ol those 24 intervening years 
realized net income was less than it 
was in 1947. 
—“Third, during the sam e period 
production expenses increased by 178 
per cent and in 1972 amounted to*$47.2 
billion. 
—“Fourth, they have been forced to 
go further and further into debt. In 1947 
farm ers owed $8.4 billion. Today farm 
debt is over $70 billion, an increase of 
over 733 per cent.” the report said. 


Lastly, the report said, farm ers are 
subjected to the problems of weather, 
fuel 
shortages and 
to 
inflationary 
pressures common to all. 


“ But in spite of all these difficulties 
and adversities the farmers of this 
nation have continued to toil and sweat 
to provide the very life blood of our 
existence,” the report said. “They 
deserve praise, 
not 
criticism, 
for 
presisting in the fact of almost in­ 
surmountable odds.”

“ Bloody Sunday” to the annals of 


Northern Ireland’s communal warfare.

program include a plan to rebuild the 
barricades around Roman Catholic 
areas of Londonderry for one day 
only— July 31. This will be the anni­ 
versary of Operation Motorman, in 
which the British arm y tore down the 
barricades and smashed into those IRA 
strongholds. They had been known as 
“ nogo” districts because until then the 
troops had stayed out and left the 
guerrillas in unchallenged control.

Improper use of the CIA 


One of the nastier sidelights of 
Watergate is the indication that 
White House aides sought to use the 
Central Intelligence Agency as a 
part of a coverup operation. The 
same can be said of testimony, 
reportedly corroborated

onetime CIA chief, that the spy 
agency's resources were used to 
help carry out the burglary of the 
office of Dr. 
Daniel 
Ellsberg’s 
psychiatrist. 


Fresh light on this facet of the 
political espionage case has been 
shed by former CIA Director 
Richard Helms under interrogation 
by the Senate Appropriations sub­ 
committee on intelligence activities. 
The subcommittee chairman, Sen. 
John L. McClellan, tells us that 
I lelms confirmed earlier accounts of 
requests made to the CIA by im­ 
portant figures on the White House 
staff. 


The 
law 
forbids 
domestic 
operations by the CIA. This wise 
restriction appears to have been 
violated by the CIA’s cooperation 
with those who burglarized the 
psychiatrist’s office in search of 
records on Ellsberg. 
McClellan is right in his judgment 
that requests for CIA help, including 
those the agency resisted, were 
"possibly illegal and certainly of the 
gravest impropriety.”

For the man who bears such a heavy 
responsibility for the management of 
both foreign and domestic policy in the 
People’s Republic this was one more 
- proof of what he has long believed. 
^Premier Chou En-lai, in a discussion 
with this reporter lasting more than 
three hours, explained his conviction 
that the confrontation between the 
United States and the Soviet Union has 
j been transferred from the Middle East 
f to South Asia. 
* 
His conviction is grounded in an 
^unshakable distrust of Soviet motives. 
♦Chou believes that the intent of the 
^Kremlin hierarchy, led by 
Leonid 
J Brezhnev, is to lull the West into a false 
^security while the Soviets pursue their 
-♦goal of hegemony everywhere. 
■ 
AMERICAN’S who argue for a reduc­ 
tion or even the entire elimination of 
* the American forces stationed 
in 
"Germany are, in Chou’s view, naive. 
J How, he asks, can there be any 
"‘assurance that if Western troops are 
pulled back, the large Soviet con­ 
centrations in the five satellite powers 
will be reduced? 
Chou is profoundly skeptical of the 
agreements signed in Moscow by Nixon 


and Brezhnev a year ago. Despite those 
agreements, he says, gesturing with 
his expressive hands, the nuclear arms 
race goes on up and up at a terrible 
cost. And there can be no reason to 
believe that it will not end in a nuclear 
war. 
As for China’s policy, the premier is 
confident that a Soviet strike across the

Chiang Kai-shek conserved his forces 
for the civil war that followed. 
Then in the ‘50s, after the Chinese 
had successfully repulsed American 
troops in Korea at the Yalu River, 
came the Dulles policy of trying to 
bring China down by isolating her and 
cutting off any exchange with the 
outside world. No wonder, then, that 
Chou and his colleagues have lived so 
long with the nightmare of fear. 
On the diplomatic level India has

A state governor, Meldrim Thomson 
of New Hampshire, has taken the bit 
between his teeth in an attempt to solve 
the energy crisis. 
Angered by the delays caused by the 
environmentalists in hearings on a 
proposed nuclear power plant before a 
Site Evaluation 
Committee, 
the 
governor 
(I) 
said 
he 
would 
do 
everything he can to help atomic power 
plants get into action both in his own 
state and in neighboring Maine and 
Vermont and (2) he has re-emphasized 
a pledge to bring an oil refinery into 
New Hampshire with connecting deep 
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water offshore facilities to import bulk 
fuel from the Middle East. 
The Thomson attitude is in marked 
contrast to that of other politicians, 
who have yet to comprehend the 
revulsion that is bound to ripple 
through a fuel-dependent nation when 
its homes go unheated for a winter and 
when the price of gasoline has jumped 
to OO or 70 cents a gallon. 
Thomson may not have heard about 
the anti-ecologist bumper sticker that 
is blossoming in some places: ‘‘Let the 
bastards freeze in the dark.” But when 
it crops in New Hampshire he will not 
bt' surprised. 


THE NATION as a whole needs a few 
more foresighted Meldrim Thomsons if 
it is to get through the next decade. The 
attempt to accommodate our needs for 
ecological purity to our urgent 
demands 
for 
heat, 
light, 
tran­ 
sportation and industrial power is up 
against a series of time binds that will 
have everybody hopping long Ix'fore 
the decade of the Seventies is out. 
Bind Number One: the socalled 
Muskie amendments the the Clean Air 
Act cannot possibly be met by 1975-76, 
which was the original deadline set for 
getting 97 per cent of the hydrocarbons, 
% per cent of carbon monoxide', and 93 
percent of oxides of nitrogen out of all 
our car motors. The Japanese can 
meet such standards in the 8 per cent of 
their Mazda car production runs that 
are exported to the U.S., but they can’t 
do it for the 92 per cent of the autos 
intended for home usage. 
The Ford Motor Co., putting tin' 
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pressure on, might meet the Muskie 
purity standards for 8 per cent of its 
own runs, but it would take the U.S. 
achine tool industry 12 years to create 
the capital goods needed to produce 
relatively clean Wankel engines for the 
tonality of Detroit’s production. 
Bind Number Two: With the ex­ 
ception of Gov. Thomson’s New 
Hampshire, our Northeastern states 
(or their political representatives, at 
any rate) can’t summon the will to 
break the deadlock between the 
ecologists and the oil importers. It now 
takes 16 small tankers to bring the 
amount of oil into the Linden, N.J., 
area that might be transported by one 
jumbo tanker if there were only a deep 
water oil transfer spigot 16 miles out ot 
sea. 
The 16 small tankers, maneuvering 
close to shore, are all potential collision 
hazards. A jumbo tanker, discharging 
its cargo well out to sea, is a collision 
hazard, too. But oil spilled 16 miles 
from the coat is less of a menace than 
oil spilled in close proximity to New 
York and Newark bays. 
The use of jumbo tankers and deep- 
water unloading would also save us a 
lot of dollar exchange now going for 
expensive transport. 


BIND NUM BER T H REE: We have 
talked so long about the oil pipeline in 
Alaska and the possibility of drilling 
productive wells on the continental 
shelf off New England, not to mention 
new refineries on the East Coast, that 
the Arabs now have a 10-year period in 
which they can either hold us up for 
unconscionable crude oil prices or 
blackmail us out of our efforts to solve 
the mid East crisis without letting 
Israel down. 
Meanwhile, other nations have no 
compunctions about 
building 
deep 
water oil ports or offshore transfer 
spigot stations; and the British, the 
Norwegians and the Dutch hardly 
waited a single minute before drilling 
for oil and gas in the North Sea. If there 
are spills in the tempestuous outer 
North Sea, the British and the Nor­ 
wegians will learn how to cope with 
them as they go along. Meanwhile, 
they won t be freezing in the dark in 
Aberdeen, Scotland, or in Norway’s 
Oslo. 
The gas stations in New England are 
already limiting new customers to IO 
gallons at the pump, lf if’s this way in 
May, what will it bt' in August, when 
people are really trying to get out of 
the city for a breath of air or a look at 
the mountains? 
Gov. Thomson of New Hampshire is 
the first prophetic voice in a high ad­ 
ministrative place, and the country 
will be hearing more of him as the 
energy crisis grows worse.

The American 
involvement in Cambodia is, after all, 
only three years old, dating from the 
Nixon incursion. Why should the 
conflict there not be settled peacefully? 
An earthy peasant figure of speech 
says a lot about the American error: 
Do not sacrifice the melon for the 
sesame seed. 
Since the Nixon mission the premier 
understands the United States, and in 
his relationship with Henry Kissinger 
there is friendship. Yet, the tragedy of 
Cambodia and the threat to peace of 
the continued bombing cannot be 
ignored.

Such things as expensive tile drainage 
systems with decreased efficiency that 
are in danger of being ruined because 
the outlet is now below the bottom of 
the silted in, grown-over streams; or 
fields that lay wet for days after each 
rain delaying farm work or drowning 
crops — or flooding after heavy rains! 
Because many people and buildings 
were involved, the Corps of Engineers 
channelized Paint Creek in Washington 
C. H. and solved the city’s immediate 
flooding problem. Farmers weren’t 
eligible for the Corps help and still have 
the same problems Washington C. H. 
had before the Corps project was 
completed. Washington C. H. is still 
plagued with drainage problems which 
will have to be remedied in the future. 
Watershed projects in the past were 
done as efficiently and cheaply as 
possible with no consideration for 
changes in the environment. Those 
planned today try to damage as little as 
possible and replace as much as 
possible that which is damaged. 
In the future we must have essenfial 
drainage and flood control. We could 
have this and still retain many trees, 
ledges, pools and other so called 
natural features if everyone would help 
and cooperate in the planning rather 
than put so much effort in fighting 
watershed work!

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Help for 
the mentally disturbed criminal of­ 
fender is the goal of a newly created 
system of clinics the state has set up 
with federal assistance. 
The newest of five clinics opens in 
Cincinnati this month. 
The Hamilton County Mental Health 
and Mental Retardation Board will 
operate it. 
The state provided about $33,000 for 
the forensic psychiatric facility to go 
with a grant of $46,000 from the federal 
government under the Safe Streets Act 
of 1968. 
Similar earlier grants made possible 
the establishment of clinics in Dayton, 
Springfield, Columbus, and Toledo. No 
more are planned in the immediate 
future officials said, because the latest 
grant is the final one available under 
the act. 
Dr. Kenneth Gaver, director of the 
Ohio Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation, said the com­ 
munity-based facilities are “ part of the 
department’s overall effort to treat the 
offender on the local level rather than 
in large state institutions.” He called it 


the same approach that is being taken 
in other mental health and retardation 
programs. 
Gaver said the centers will provide 
out-patient treatment and will not 
involve any type 
of confinement, 
although the Cincinnati clinic will 
provide emergency psychiatric ser­ 
vices for the Hamilton County jail. 
Dr. 
Lowell 
Cunningham, com­ 
missioner of the Division of Forensic 
Psychiatric, said, “ We will have the 
opportunity to see the patient when he 
first enters our system. 
“ This gives us a chance to observe 
him before he appears in the courts for 
decisions on what should be done. It 
provides the courts with evaluation 
reports on the patient.” 


Cunningham said the clinics will 
provide “ continuity of care” for 
patients visited during 
their con­ 
finement and added: “ We will he able 
to treat the offender after he is paroled 
and returned to the community. 
Under the plan, local health boards 
will work closely with the forensic 
psychiatry 
division.

NEW YORK (AP) - The NHC 
Television network, which gave us the 
“ Today” show in 1952 and “ Tonight” in 
1954, plans “ Tomorrow,” a late-hour 
interview show, starting this fall. 
The host of the one-hour program will 
be Tom Snyder, a Milwaukee, Wis., 
native. He’s been the 6 p.m. news 
anchorman since 1970 at KNBC-TV, a 
IjOS Angeles area station owned by 
NBG. 
“ Tomorrow” is aimed at earlier 
risers or night owls, depending on one’s 
point of view. It’ll start at I a m. 
Tuesday through Friday right after the 
Monday-through Thursday “ Tonight” 
shows. 
“ Tomorrow” is described by NBG as 
a “ sophisticated talk show” that will 
tackle controversial, adult subjects. 
Snyder will discuss these subjects with 
one or more experts and various 
personalities. 
Some of the shows will cover the 
lighter side of life, according to NBG, 
which says “ Tomorrow” will be taped 
without an audience at the network’s 
studios in Burbank, Calif. 
The idea for the show was developed 
by Mort Werner, NBC’s senior vice 
president for program planning and 
one of the developers of the successful 
“ Today” and “ Tonight” shows. 
When the show begins, probably in 
October, it will mark the first time a 
network has regularly scheduled 
broadcasting past I a.m. on weekdays, 
although NBG has been starting its 
“ Midnight Special” pop music show at 
I a m. every Saturday since Feb. 3 this 
year. 
“ Tomorrow” will end only five hours 
before the “ Today” show begins and 
could lead to even more network 
programming in the predawn hours on 
weekdays. 
As Werner put it, “ who knows what’s 
going to happen from 2 to 3 a m. if 
we’re successful from I to 2?”

have considered a good, well-edited 
hour of news. 
CBS says John Hart, anchorman of 
the show since August 1970, and his 
Washington-based 
co-anchorman, 
Nelson Benton, are being reassigned.

Officer Harrison halted a speeding 
motorist and gave him a ticket. But he 
failed to notice that the man was in- 
tociated. 
Scarcely five minutes later, the same 
motorist drove his car through a red 
traffic light 
and knocked down a 
woman pedestrian. 
Could the woman hold the city legally 
liable for the accident because of the 
officer’s blunder: 
“The city is supposed to provide 
police protection,” she argued in a 
court hearing. “ That’s what we pay 
taxes for. If the officer hadn’t let that 
drunken driver get away, I would never 
have gotten hurt.” 


But the court disagreed, saying the 
law simply does not recognize this kind 
of a claim. 
It is I rue that all m em bers of the 
community are entitled to reasonable 
police protection. But this is a general, 
not a specific, right. 
It does not mean that each victim of a 
crime, if he can point to some police 
error, can collect dam ages from the 
city government 


THE 
REASONING 
is 
m ainly 
pragmatic. Courts fear that if such 
claims were allowed, the financial 
burden on cities would be staggering. 
N evertheless, under c e rta in c ir­ 
cumstances, a person may indeed have 
a special right to police protection. 
Consider the problem of the person 
who is an informer or a material 
witness in a forthcoming trial. If he is 
in danger, the city is likely to he held 
responsible for his safety. 
“Otherwise,” said one court, “ it 
might become difficult to convince the 
citizen to cooperate with 
law en 
fore omen t officers.” 
Iii one unusual ease, the family of a 
suicide victim tried to blame the city 
Ix'cause the police had missed a chance 
to prevent tlit' tragedy.

N E W Y O R K (A P ) — Helene Hanff is 
an avid reader and a prolific writer 
And what she prefers both to read and 
to write is nonfiction. 
“ I find the real world much more 
interesting than 
made 
up things,” 
explains the author of television 
scripts, 
encyclopedia 
articles, 
speeches, magazine articles and books, 
the latest of which is “ The Duchess of 
Bloomsbury Street.” “ I never can get 
interested in things that didn't happen 
to people who didn’t live. 
“ I like books in the first person by 
someone who lived somewhere at some 
time, a place and time that I will never 
see,” she continues. “ I don’t care if it’s 
Sam Pepys in 16(H) or someone today. I 
like people to tell me in a book what it’s 
like to be someone else.” 
And in fair exchange she has told her 
readers what it’s like to be Helene 
Hanff, a woman whoso enjoys rare and 
old books that she once gave up the 
purchase of a much-needed winter coat 
to acquire a 14-volume edition of the 
Bible. 
“ They had beautiful heavy paper and 
were found in pigskin. I only had $6 left 
in the bank after I paid for them, but I 
craved those hooks,” she recalls. 


TH A T S E T and some 400 other books 
that she craved during the next 20 
years she ordered from a small London 
bookshop, thus establishing a lively 
transatlantic correspondence.

differences. 
The only 
real 
hangup left is the determination of how 
the mass transit proposal shall be 
funded. 
In the House bill, the mass transit 
proposal was to be funded out of the 
general funds; in the Senate bill, the 
mass transit proposal was to be funded 
out of the highway trust fund. 
Now, the highway trust fund has been 
set aside, and taxes have been charged 
to go into this fund by the highway 
users, so that there would be enough 
money to build and repair highways as 
they were needed. 
There has been the charge that the 
highway trust fund was inaugurated 
and instituted and designed solely for 
the purposes of creating and con­ 
structing the interstate system. This is 
a complete misunderstanding of what 
the federal law provides. 
According to the law, the highway 
trust fund shall be used first for the 
construction of the federal-aid highway 
system, and secondly, if there is money 
available after that, it shall be used to 
construct the interstate system. 
The primary emphasis is on the 
construction of the federal-aid system 
which includes the primary and 
secondary highways that are in the 
national forests and public lands. 
Therefore, the idea that the trust fund 
was created solely for the construction 
of the interstate system is indeed a 
misconception. 


OTHER PROPONENTS of funding 
mass transit out of the trust fund argue 
that there is a large surplus in the trust 
fund and that this should be used to 
finance mass transit. This, again, is a 
fallacy and a result of misinformation. 
There is no surplus in the trust fund. 
There is a balance on a given date 
because 
highway 
contracts 
are 
awarded over a period of time and they 
are paid for as work is completed. So, 
while on a given date there may be a 
balance in the trust fund because 
obligations have not become due, 
obligations have been incurred but are 
paid on a monthly, six month or other 
periodic basis. 
As a mater of fact, there are enough 
obligations against this trust fund to 
require the need of one-and-a-half 
times the money that is available in 
the trust fund. In any event, there will 
be less than half the amount necessary 
in the trust fund just to repair our high­ 
ways. So, this misaprehension must be 
straightened out. 
The proponents of mass transit also 
argue that mass transit will go a long 
way towards relieving air pollution and 
highway congestion, making highways 
more amenable to automobile traffic 
and moving traffic faster. 
Yet, the Administration, which 
supports using trust fund monies for 
mass transit, has conducted a very 
exhaustive 
and 
extensive 
tran­ 
sportation study 
which ultimately 
reached the following conclusion: If 
large sums of money are diverted from 
the highway trust fund to mass transit, 
there will be no appreciable diminution 
of air pollution and there would be a 
considerable increase in highway 
fatalities. 
So, the argument that mass transit 
will alleviate the air pollution problem 
just simply does not hold water when 
you base it upon the facts and upon the 
studies that are made by those who are 
knowledgeable in the field. 


FURTHERM O RE, I do not believe 
that anybody would be willing to 
sacrifice the lives of human beings for 
some highway travelers. I do not think 
that is the right priority. 
I think that if there is any additional 
money to be used, it should be used first 
for the saving of lives and secondly for 
the convenience of the traveling public. 
One other outstanding feature of this 
whole argument is the fact that mass 
transit has been held out as the 
panacea of all the ills of highway 
congestion. 
Let me point out, however, that the 
very cities having mass transit 
facilities are the ones suffering the 
greatest highway congestion and the 
greatest air pollution 
For example, the cities of New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia and Chicago have 
had mass transit systems in operation 
for a number of years. Now, if mass 
transit is the panacea of all these

Fear of institutional 
trading hits m arket

She uses several names and different 
styles, but the fortyish blonde author 
says she doesn’t rely on gimmicks.

I don’t think 
about changing gears to different kinds 
of writing audiences,” said the author 
of suspense thrillers, children’s books 
and a favorably reviewed novel. 
A native of upstate New York, 
Marijane always wanted to be a writer. 
She went to journalism school at the 
University of Missouri because “ I 
always believed you had to earn your 
living.’’ But she didn’t pass economics, 
and switched her major to English. 
Then she came to New York to make 
her fortune and promptly lost, ac­ 
cording to her count, nine jobs in a row. 
"Them I sold my first pocket book. I 
write mysteries because that was the 
only thing that got reviewed in pocket 
book. And I didn’t use my real name 
because Marijane was considered geiod 
for gothic romances, but not gutsy 
enough for mysteries," she said. 


AS VIN PAUKER, she wrote “ why- 
done-its,” not who-done-its. She 
analyzed famous cases. 
“ I could never do clues or blood and 
guts. Suspense is my field,” she added. 
Always a prolific write*r. Marijane 
says it is hard to find new fields “ in my 
e>ld age.” But she has writ tem a non­ 
fiction boeik em suicide. 
“ Businessmen, writers and artists 
commit suicide,” she said, “ But not 
musicians err sportsstars of renown. 
Them I started a novel about my home* 
town, everyone does. Then finally I

Now that the author is pretty much a 
success in several fields, she only 
wants to write novels. “ And I'm only 
just learning to write them,” she ad­ 
ded. 
“ We're so oversaturated with sex 
that I think the new area for writers to 
study is lifestyles. But I ’ll always add a 
bit of social awareness. I still think as a 
journalist, and I ’ll do what I want to

during the 1971 state track meet. 
In winning the 100-yard dash, Storm 
defeated Larry Jackson, of Columbus 
Mifflin, the defending state 100-yard 
dash champion, a trackster Storm has 
had a personal rivalry with for two 
years. Dave Paul, of Brookville, was 
second in the 100-yard dash in 9.7 and 
Jackson was clocked at 9.9 along with 
three other performers. 
Storm, a two-time South Central Ohio 
League track champ, was clocked at 
22.3 in the 220-yard dash event, again 
topping both Paul and Jackson. 
The two clockings turned in by Storm 
also shattered Washington C. H. school 
records, set by the Blue Lion star when 
he finished third a year ago in the state 
track meet. 
The two victories earned Storm the 
most valuable Class AA state athlete 
award. Bob Hennings, of Cleveland 
Collinwood in Class AAA and Otis 
Jenkins, of Lorain Clearview, in Class 
A were also named outstanding in­ 
dividual performers by sportswriters. 
Ironically, Hennings and Jenkins, 
like Storm, swept the IOO and 220-yard 
dash titles in their respective divisions. 
On the basis of his brilliant per­ 
formance, Storm received an invitation 
to participate in the annual 
Ohio 
Classic track meet which will be held at 
Mansfield 
Saturday. 
Storm

Tom Frericks, Circleville^ senior 
strongboy, was second in both the shot

AAA shot put. 
Cleveland Glenville won the Class 
AAA track title for the sixth time in the 
last nine seasons by rolling up 42 points 
to runnerup Cleveland CoUinwood’s 34. 
Lorain Clearview, which finished 
second in the state meet last spring, 
moved up to first place in the Class A 
branch, scoring 45 points. Clearview^ 
total foiled a bid by Marion Pleasant to

Pleasant, which had won the small 
school football playoffs and the state 
basketball tournament crown, finished 
second with 36 points. 
Jenkins, who along with Storm and

cages on these cars. I ’ve been fighting 
for them for a long time. The drivers 
are 90 per cent in favor of them. Still 
nothing is done. 
“ Look how many deaths we’ve had 
from cars that land upside down. I ’m 
one of the few guys to walk away from 
such a wreck. But the guys are just too 
proud or something to go for the 
cages.” 
The 25-year-old Walther was the 
chief casualty in a nine-car accident 
Monday on the first lap of the rain- 
delayed—and ultimately postponed— 
Indianapolis 500. 
His car hit the outside wall, severed 
two support poles, flipped over, spun 
and burst into flames before the 
startled eyes of spectators in the main 
grandstand. 
The driver was pulled from the 
burning machine and 
flown 
by 
helicopter 
to 
nearby 
Methodist 
Hospital. He was reported in stable but 
serious condition from burns on 40 per 
cent of his body and a broken left wrist. 
An hour after the flaming crash, 
after most of the 350,000 spectators had 
begun streaming out of the massive 
complex to await Tuesday’s second try 
at the race, Walther’s garage on the 
north end of the alley was as grim as a 
wake. 
Inside, in a funeral atmosphere, a 
concerned Bettenhausen, whose own 
father had crashed and died on the old 
brick and concrete oval, and Walther’s 
chief mechanic, Tom Smith, probed the 
wreckage of “ No. 77” with the care of a 
surgeon. 
Roll cages—the need for them—were 
an integral part of Bettenhausen’s 
analysis. The Indy type cars have a 
high headrest, which partly protects 
the driver, but not cages, bars built a 
foot or so high around the driver’s seat. 
“ They are compulsory now on sprint 
cars and midget cars, every kind of car 
except these,” Bettenhausen said. “ I 
remember one year six men were 
killed in sprint races when their cars 
turned over. Since the cages were 
installed, I know of only two.” 
Art Pollard, killed in a practice spin 
prior to this year’s time trials, was in a 
similar accident. Bettenhausen had his 
car turn eight flips before landing 
upside down in 1%9 at Milwaukee. 
“ I was just lucky,” he said. 
“ Later I told one of the drivers that 
we should have protective cages, and 
he just laughed at me. I felt like 
knocking his teeth in.” 


Drivers Mike Hiss and John Martin 
received minor injuries and were 
expected to be in the field today if their 
cars could be repaired in time. 
Crews of the cars damaged in the 
wreck—which involved nine vehicles— 
and Speedway repair crews worked 
throughout the night to get both the 
cars and the track ready for the race. 
Walther’s car rammed into the wall, 
turned upside down and exploded into 
flames. The crash sent a shower of 
debris that dented several other cars 
and flew into the front rows of the 
crowd only about 20 feet from the 
track. 
The crash sheared off two steel poles 
supporting a cable and wire mesh 
fence above the wall, but the cables 
kept the cars and bigger pieces of 
wreckage from going into the grand­ 
stand. 
Only Walther’s McLaren was ruled 
out of the race. 
Martin and Hiss both said they felt 
their crews would have their Eagle 
automobiles ready to go. Lee Kunz- 
man’s Eagle was questionable since it 
sustained heavy damage, but the crew 
insisted it would be ready. 
The race was scheduled to be a total 
restart, with rows of three where 
possible, and drivers moving up to fill 
the empty spaces. 
There were four showers, the final 
one only 20 minutes after the crash.

Bridge is often a struggle between 
good luck and good play. To win when 
suits break favorably and finesses 
succeed is no great accomplishment, 
but to win when suits break un­ 
favorably — or finesses lose — is 
clearly a mark of good management. 


Consider this deal where South got to 
six hearts with a minimum of for­ 
mality. He reasoned that partner — 
having jumped to three hearts — had 


the equivalent of an opening bid in 
support of hearts, and he consequently 
knew that his own 19 high-card points 
would give him a good shot at the slam. 


West led the king of clubs and the 
contract appeared to depend solely on 
finding the missing diamonds divided 
3-2. In that case the only loser would be 
a diamond. 


But after winning the club with the 
ace, drawing two rounds of trumps and 
cashing the A-K of diamonds, declarer 
discovered to his horror that the 
diamonds were divided 4-1 and that he 
would evidently have to lose two 
diamond tricks and go down one. 


But South did not throw in the sponge 
prematurely. He saw that he had a 
perfectly legitimate chance for the 
slam, and he adjusted his play so as to 
overcome the poor diamond division. 


He ruffed a club in dummy, cashed 
the A-K of spaded, and ruffed dummy’s 
last spade. He then led the ten of clubs 
and permitted West to win the trick 
with the queen, at the same time 
discarding a diamond from dummy. 


West was now in bad shape. He had 
to return a spade or a club, and, in 
either 
case, 
South 
would 
discard 
dummy’s last diamond as he ruffed the 
return in his hand. As a result, South’s 
only loser proved to be a club — so he 
brought home the slam despite the 
diamond division.

Be Dangerous 
was admiration for the excellent way 
you have presented your problem. 
Your mature judgment in seeking 
advice by letter is in conflict, however, 
with the fact that you and your parents 
have taken such a long time to find out 
the cause of your persistent hoar­ 
seness. 
About the age of 13 the voice register 
of boys begins to change, but this 
should not be associated with hoar­ 
seness. 
The larynx, or voice box, contains the 
two vocal cords with which we make 
sounds. These vocal cords come 
together when we speak or sing. They 
separate when we breathe. 
Anything that interferes with the 
vocal cords as they vibrate against 
each other will produce hoarseness. 
An ear, nose and throat specialist is 
particularly equipped to examine the 
vocal cords and quickly determine if 
any problem exists. 
Most general doctors perform this 
examination, but usually choose to 
refer 
their 
patients 
to 
a 
throat 
specialist. 
My own experience in cases such as 
yours is that vocal abuse due to the 
exuberance of youth is the most likely 
reason for continued hoarseness. 
The yelling, the screaming at foot­ 
ball, basketball and other games are 
responsible 
in 
most 
instances 
for 
swelling of the delicate lining of the 
vocal cords. 
The spring and summer months are 
often accompanied by “ Little League 
laryngitis,’’ 
the 
afterm ath 
of 
overenthusiastic cheering for one’s 
team. 
lf no other cause for your hoarseness 
is found, rest your vocal cords as much 
as possible Don’t shout 
One more bit of advice Some people 
falsely believe that whispering during 
periods of hoarseness spares their 
voice 
This is a mistake, 
because 
whispering can actually put 
more 
strain (in the vocal cords than well 
modulated, controlled low speech 
While 
we're 
on 
the 
subject 
of 
laryngitis, let me fell my adult readers 
that there are many other causes 
besides vocal abuse. 
A good rule of safety is that hoar­ 
seness that persists for more than a few 
weeks should br* carefully investigated.
